The early adjournment afforded the 
tired senators a little much-needed 
relaxation from long hours in the 
Overheated senate chamber, Many_of 
them embraced the opportunity to go 
to Fort Myer for the purpose of wit- 
nessing the airship trials, and others 
attended the baseball game at Ameri- 
can League park. Senator Aldrich 
was among those who went to Fort 
Myer. He has been greatly interested 
in the flights made by thé Wright 
Brothers, and very much desired to 
see their machine in action. Those 
who went to Fort Myer were disap- 
pointed, however, for, owing to un- 
favorable weather, no. flight was at- 
tempted today by the Wrights. 

Aldrich te Take Rest. 


Mr, -Aldrieh.told some of his friends, 


that he would take a few days off 
duty for a water trip of some kind, if 
it develops that the discussion of the 
income tax is likely to be an extended 
one.

Cooling Thuoder Showers Have 
Relieved Farched Conditions 
in Great Cities 


TEN CHICAGO PEOPLE 
——AILUED BY THE HEAT 
| 


A Cloudburst Gives Relief to 
| Sweltering New York and 
Is Responsible for the Death 
of One Man and the Injury 
of Several Others—Light- 
ning Hit Flag Pole. 


New -York, June 28.—The second of 
a series of cooling thunder storms, 
which was promised to heat-oppressed 
New Yorkers by the United States 
forecasters, broke with the violence of 
a cloudburst late this afternoon. The 
downpour and the accompanying elec- 
trical display lasted only fifteen min- 
utes, but in that time it Was respon- 
sible for the death of one man and 
the injury of several. 

At the Polo grounds, the game Dbe- 
tween New York and Brooklyn was 
about to be called when the storm 
broke. As the 5,000 fans rushed for 
shelter, a blinding flash struck the 
flagpole in centerfield, smashing the 
upper portion of the staff into splint- 
ers and tearing down the pennant 
flag which the Giants won in 1905. 
When the rain ceased, the diamond 
was a lake and the game was post- 
poned. 

In Brooklyn, John Freeman tried 
to put out a fire which had been 
started by lightning in a pile of rub- 
bish around an iron telephone pole. 
Freeman threw a pale of water on the 
fire and fell back dead, killed by 
electricity which traveled back to 
him on the water from ithe pole. 

There was a sudden drop in tem- 
perature with the approach of the 
wind and rain end the weather man 
gave assurances that the heat wave 
had passed. The mercury today 
climbed up around $86, although the 
humidity was high and two deaths 
were peaided to the long list of tem- 
perature victims. There also Were a 
score or more of prostrations. 

Ben Deaths at Chicago. 

Chicago, June 28.—Ten deaths, su- 
perinduced by the excessive heat were 
reported to the police today and 
numerous cases of heat prostration 
were cared for at the hospitals. 

The last fatality reported was the 
death of Police Sergeant Bernard. 
Bockholz, who died at his home. Carl 
Sommers jumped into Lake Michigan 
while temporarily insane. He was 
rescued but died at a hospital.

Indianapolis, Ind. June 28.—Two 
deaths and many prostrations result- 
ed from the intense heat in Indiana 
today. Henry Burelman of this city, 
fell dead as he was walking along 
the street. The other fatality was at 
Matthews, Ind., where Thomas Beeson, 
80 years old, dropped dead. The maxi- 
mum temperature in this city was 88.6 
degrees, but from southern Indiana 
come reports of the mercury reaching 
97 degrees. 

Nine Deaths at Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, June 28.—Nine more 
deaths were added to the list of heat 
victims in this city. This makes the 
total for the present hot spell more 
than two score. The humidity today 
was 91, while the maximum tempera- 
ture was 90.

Strong Wind Prevents, 
Test of Aeroplane. 


Great Crowd, Including Many 
Senators and Representa- 
tives, at Fort Myer to See 
the Flight — Orville Wright 
Seemed Rather Nervous. 


Washington, June 28.—Owing to a 
strong wind prevailing this afternoon, 
the Wright brothers failed to make 
their expected initial aeroplane filfght 
of the year at Fort Myer. They thus 
gave further evidence of their disre- 
gard for public criticism when the 
caution they exercise in all of their 
aviation work dictates such a course. 

Although the senate had set aside 
the tariff bill to allow its members to 
witness a flight of the aeroplane, and 
together with several thousand others, 
sizzled in the hot sun on the Fort Myer 
drill grounds, the Wrights decided that 
the wind was too strong and too un- 
certain for a flight with a new, un- 
tried machine. 

Fully expecting to make a prelimi- 
nary trial of the flying machine, Ord 
ville Wright early today notified Gen. 
James Allen, the chief signal officer; 
that he intended to make an unofficial 
trial 
ternoon, 

Mield Cleared by Cavalry. 

As a result, long before the hour 
named, a large crowd of people went 
Out to the army post on the Potomac, 
opposite Washington. 

At 3:30 o'clock the field was cleared 
by a squad of cavalry and everything 
made ready for a flight. A little ear- 
lier Orville had come to Washington 
to meet his father, Bishop Milton 
Wright, of Dayton, and his brother, 
Reuchlin, of Kansas, who has never 
seen his brothers fly. 

‘Wilbur Wright carefully inspected 
the starting track and the two broth- 
ers, with thelr aeroplane mechanic, 
Taylor, made a final examination of 
the machine, which was then wheeled 
across the field from the shed to the 
starting apparatus at the northern end 
of the field. It was then 5 o'clock 
and a brisk wind had sprung up from 
the west. 

Heavy storm clouds appeared upon 
the horizon, and when a few scatter- 
ing drops of rain fell, the crowd began 
to fear that conditions were not fa- 
vorable for a flight. The word came 
however, that Orville did not mind 
flying in the rain, but that the wind 
was the objectionable feature. 

Orville Wright Nervous. 

Then the clouds veered’ to the south 
and the wind died ouhk 

Everything appeared to be in readi- 
ness for the trial When a fresh wind 
began blowing from the south. 

Orville Wright, who had been walk- 


ing about rather nervously, at this 
point expressed the opinion that the 
unsettled weather conditions would 
prevent a flight. The officers of the 
signal corps, the balloon detachment 
and the cavalry guard were the only 
persons permitted on the fleld with 
the exception @® a corps of photog- 
raphers, whePhad obtained the con- 
sent of the Wrights to snap the ma- 
chine as it went down to the starting 
track. 

Wilbur Wright, tn looking for the 
Operator of a moving picture machine, 
the use of which he desired to pre- 
vent, neared the impatient crowd. In 
his peculiar jocund manner he re- 
marked that he usually put his ma- 
chine away when the crowds in France 
were fretful. But a number of sena- 
tors requested him to let them exam- 
ine the machine at closer range, and 
that was the opening wedge for a 
large number of senators, representa- 
tives and other distinguished specta- 
tors to inspect it closely. 

To avoid being questioned, the 
Wrights retired to the aeroplane shed 
until even the privileged few had 
again been ordered off the field. 

The wind having shown no Signs of 
abating at 6:30 oclock, Wilbur turned 
to Taylor, the Wrights’ mechanic, and 
said: ~ 

“Well, I guess you had better run 
her back to the shed.” 

Crowd Greatly Disappointed. 

Greatly disappointed, the crowd then 
dispersed. 

Wilbur explained that the machine 
was a new one and that’ they never 
made a flight in an untried machine 
until it had been tésted in the best pos- 
sible weather. 

“Unless the air is calm, you can’t tell 
whether the machine is erring, or 
whether some little fault is caused by 
the wind,” he added, He said they 
would make a flight as soon as ideal 
weather conditions presented an op- 
portunity. Both the Wrights expres- 
sed regret at the necessity of disap- 
pointing the crowd. 

“IT don't like to see Overille make a 
fight in a wind like this with a brand- 
new machine,’ said Taylor. 

“Sometimes there are little things 
know about until you are 
in the air,” he added. ‘ 

The machine was the same as the 
one used last year, @s far as construc- 
tion was concerned, but it was a trifle 
smaller. 

“The planes are not as long nor-as 
far apart,” he said, “but the machine 
is faster. It has as much lifting power 
and greater speed.”

DeKalb Election Case Comes to 
End When Justice of Peace |

On the grounds that they had never 
been sworn in as election managers, 
verdicts of ‘‘not guilty’’ were granted 
yesterday to L. B. Norton and A. li. 
Flake, who were charged with fglse 
swearing in a primary election held 
June 4, 1908. The case was tried in 
the DeKalb superior court, Judge Gil- 
bert presiding. 

L. B. Norton, A. H. Flake and D. P. 
Phillips were the managers of the 
election in the Lithonia district. 

It was charged by the friends of 
Samps Morris, who was running for the 
legislature against Hooper Alexander, 
that the election returns were falsified 
by the managers, 80 as to defeat Mr. 
Morris. In the trial the state was repre- 
sented by Solicitor General Howard, 
assisted by T. W. Rucker and Geo. M. |} 
Napier. The defendants were repre- 
sented by Judge John 5. Candler and 
J. D. Kilpatrick. 

The case hdd already been to the 
court of appeals on a demurrer, and} 
under the decision rendered there, 
Mr. Phillips, who is a notary public 
and justice. of peace and had served 
as an election manager, had been elimi- 
nated, the court holding that he could 
not administer an oath to himself as 
election manager. 

The defendants, L. B. Norton and A. 
H. Flake, elected to sever, and the 
state put Mr. Nortonon trial. 
General Howard sought to have opened 
the ballot box, which had been in the 
custody of Clerk of the Court Bur- 
gess since the election, so as to in- 
troduce in evidence the pallots, the 
list of voters, and the tally § sheets 
from the Lithonia district. This was 
stubbornly contested by defendant's 
counsel. Judge Gilbert ruled that the 
ends of justice required that the bal- 
lot box be opened.

The strike, it developed tonight, was

of the car company to shorten “swing 
runs’ and the other the refusal of 
these railway officials to reinstate dis- 
charged men without proper hearing. 
Mayor Forced Peace. 
All during the day Mayor Magee 
made vain efforts to bring the two fac- 
tions of the traffic tangle together. 
At 6 o'clock tonight no amicable ad- 
justment of the differences. of the men 
and the company seemed itn sight. The 
mayor, however, did not give up the 
fight, and es late as 7 o'clock, indfited 
a letter to both the railway officials 
and union men asking their attend- 
ence at a conference in his offices at 
9 oclock. When the warring factions 
assembled, the mayor stated what he 
thought the just desserts of the resi- 
dents of Greater Pittsburg, and sug- 
gested that the temper of the people 
seemed to indicate they would neither 
tolerate rioting nor. prolonged traffic 
disturbances.

Now Appears That House Will 
Favor Hearing Before Com- 
mittee — Hall Wants House 
Committee to Act Indeper- 
dently of the Senate. 


The question of the suspension of 
Chairman 8. G. McLendon, ef the rail- 
road commission, by former Governor 
Hoke Smith. came up yesterday only 
in the house of’ representatives. 

In the senate‘it was not discussed, 
though it was the general topic of 
talk, as usual, about the capitol. 

Chairman McLendon has addressed 
@ communication to the general as- 
sembly urging that body again to give 
him an immediate hearing, as, he 
states, ‘he cannot with propriety de- 
fend himself now except in his state- 
ment made, to the legislature. 

Governor Brown has given the mat- 
ter no consideration. He will not, of 
course, make any appointment to the 
place made vacant for the present, at 
least, by Commissioner McLendon’s 
suspension, but will leave the matter 
for the legislature to deal with, wholly 
without suggestion from himself. 

In the meantime, speculation runs 
rife as to what the general assembly 
will do with the case. There seems 
to be two very distinct line-ups with 
reference to it, and those in each are 
discussing it from their standpoint. 

The Question in the House. 

The suspension of Chairman McLen- 
don occupied about half the time of 
the house, and will be taken up again 
when it convenes, tmmediately after 
the reading of the journal. 

The senate has adopted a joint res- 
olution by Senator Burwell, of the 
twentieth, for the appointment of a 
committee of five from the senate and 
seven from the house to hear witnesses, 
collect testimony and report the same 
to the two houses without recom- 
mendation. 

Whether the house will also adopt 
this resolution, or will chose to appoint 
a committee of its own members to sit 
separately in this case, remains to be 
seen. 

Hon. Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, inclines 
to the latter view. He declared that 
to his mind the case had all the elé- 
ments of an impeachment proceeding. 
He said if the house shared his view 
“it would be well for the senate to 
Play on its side of the fence until the 
house had finished its work.” He de- 
nied the legality of the discharge of 
Chairman McLendon.

Brown House, Macon, Ga., June 28.— 
(Special.)—‘“‘They charge us with hav- 
ing defeated the bonds Saturday,” 
said President W. Jordan Massee of 
the Macon Railway and Light Com- 
pany, today. “If we did it, it was done 
to our efforts to preserve ourselves 
from ruin. Under the law the rail- 
ways of this city would have been 
forced .to spend nearly $150,000 for 
paving along with the city when it 
spent the $100,000 which would have 
been given for that purpose in the 
bond issue. We did not have 
have already spent much more 
improvements on the®street 
lines than we have taken in. 

“Mayor Miller and his associates at 
One time assured me that the burden 
would be made light and the railway 
company would be allowed to go along 
with installments so that the whole 
fund would not be required at once. 
Then I wanted to help get the bonds, 
but later there was a conference at 
which the mayor and other city of- 
ficials decided that they would make 
no agreement with us at all. It made 
me fight the issue to save myself and 
the property where I had my money 
staked. 

“John Moore had nothing to do with 
the fight I made,” President Massee said. 
“Five of our own directors wanted me 
to join In getting the bonds and want- 
ed us to go to New York and borrow 
the money we would need to pay our 
part. I could not do it under the cir- 
cumstances and it was a case of fight 
for existence.”

The opposition to Mr. Dickson being 
seated was based on a legal techni- 


calky. He was chosen as representa- 
tive on the same day that the constli- 
tutional amendment giving Ben Hill 
the right to representation in the 
house, was submitted to the people of 
the state for ratification. 

The fight was led hy Hall, of Bibb, 
who questioned whether the election 
for representative held before the re- 
sult of the vote on the constitutional 
amendment was offictally proclaimed, 
was legal. 

The house construed section 7 of 
paragraph 1 of article 3 of the state 
constitution, as giving to the house 
the sole right to be the judge of the 
qualifications and election of its mem- 
bers. It held that no court could go 
behind the house journal and question 
its action in this matter. 

The house met at 10 o'clock, and 
after prayer by the chaplain, roll call 
and the reading and confirmation of 
the journal, the privileged resolution 
of Mr. White, of Screven, in reference 
to the right of Marion Dickson to a 
seat in the house as a representative 
from Ben Hill county was taken up. 

The majority and minority report 
of the special committee, to which the 
resolution was referred, were: read. 
The majority report, favoring the seat- 
ing of the Ben Hiil member, Was 
signed by Reid, of Campbell; Mead- 
ows, of Toombs, and Hardeman, of 
Jefferson. The minority report deny- 
ing Mr. Dickson's right to his seat 
was signed by Hill, of Bibb, and Tug- 
gle, of Troup. 

Hall Suggests Complications. 

Mr. Hall said he regretted the ma- 
jority of the committee had not seen 
fit to submit any views In support of 
its report. He said it was a most im- 
portant and vital question, that it 
affected the integrity of the house it- 
self, and that if another forum should 
decide that Mr. Dickson was not en- 
titled to a seat in the ht use the con- 
sequences would be most serious.

Captain James W; English is to be commended for his efforts .o have 
the new municipal charter carry provisions for the pensioning of disabled 
Or superannuated policemen and firemen® 

The city has in the past been too negligent of its obligations in this 
direction, or too prone to depend upon private generosity to discharge the 
function which really pertains to the community. 

Only a few months ago an instance presented itself in the case of the 
family of the murdered Patrolman DeBray. His widow, after a short in- 
terval of strenuous endeavor and sacrifice to pay for a home for her little 
brood, was taken by death. It was private charity that placed the home in 
condition where it would return a small revenue for the family, and made 
temporary provision for those members too young or disabled to assume the 
task of bread-winning. 

Similar instances have developed from time to time, despite the praise- 
wosthy work done by the policemen themselves in founding and maintaining 
a relief fund. 

At the last analysis, the men in. both these departments hold a more ap- 
pealing relation to the city and its general welfare than does the so: idier or 
the sailor to the nation. 

As a rule, service for the general welfare is only an incident in the lives 
of these two latter factors. With policemen and firemen, the service is apt 
to be a life-long profession, with all the risks to life and efficiency atiend- 
ing the lot of the man on the firing-line in battle. 

It is nothing less, then, than a primary duty that the municipality owes 
both these classes of public servants. -It should be given official recognition 
by a definite system, instead of being left to the haphazard impulses of pri- 
vate philanthropy.

At noon the state house officers who 
met first in the office of Comptroller 
General Wright, called on the new gov- 
ernor in a body and presented ‘their 
compliments. 

The governor had little time to at- 
tend to business. He did get a chance 
during the day, however, to perform 
act—-he signed a military 
Villlam Abel Woodson 
as second lieutenant of company~ H, 
Third battalion infantry, Augusta. 
Governor Brown also spent some 
time in going over the proofs of hie 
first message to the general assem- 
bly, which will be submitted either 
Wednesday or Thursday, more prob- 
ably the latter.

After a lingering illness of sa@verm 
months, Mrs. Emily A. BH. Willet, widow 
of the late Prof. J. E. Willet, died 
last night at the advanced age of, 
78. She is survived by her children, 
N. L. Willet, of Augusta; Mrs. Omar 
Holliday, of St. Louis, and Miss Laura 
Willet, Mrs. Charles A. Davis and Hagh 
M. Willet, of Atlanta. 

Mrs. Willet was the daughter of Rev. 
Billington M. Sanders, a distinguished 
Baptist minister and tne first preel- 
dent of Mercer universtty. She was 
born at Penfield, the first home of the 
institution, and was educated in the 
best schools of the state. She mar<- 
ried Professor Whillet, an instructor in 
chemistry and natural science at Mer- 
cer, and continued to reside at Pene- 
field wntil the removal of the univer- 
sity to Macon, about the year 18790, 
took them to that city. After a use- 
ful service at Mercer for nearly a half 
century, Professor Willet resigned his 
position on account of ill health. He 
subsequently located tn Augusta, where 
for three ‘years he lectured on chem- 
istry at the medical college. He theft 
came with Mrs. Willet to Atlanta, 
where some of his children were liv- 
ing and where his death occurred Feb- 
ruary 12, 1897. 

Since moving to this city Mrs. wit- 
let spent most of her time with her 
children, Mrs.

The executive committee of the Sec- 
ond and Third Ward Club met in the 
basement of the court-house last evé- 
ning. 

Robert R. Otis, chairman of the 
special subcomn~tittee appointed to in- 
vestigate the alleged discriminations 
against the second and third 
read a supplemental report. He read 
from newspaper clippings to show that 
the city press were assisting the club

in the second and third wards. On 
his suggestion, a resolution was adopt- 
ed appointing a special committee to 
take up the question of making more 
sewer connections in the two ‘wards.

Mr. Otis said it might be well to 
send a committee to Mayor Maddox, 
who was always fair and above petty 
politics, and present to him clearly the 
condition of affai 4 in the second and 
third wards. 

Alderman Lee Curtis, who lives in 
the first ward, stated that he had had 
adopted by the city council changing 
the county board so it would be. con- 
stituted of one member from each 
ward in the city and two from. the 
country districts. He asked the club 
to indorse the movement. 

On motion of Frank Wilby, the rec- 
ommendations of Mr. Otis were 
adopted.

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New Sewerage System Will Cost $1,670,000—Expert 
Herin Will Reach Atlanta July 6 With Full 
Report of Plan. 


The city has through Mayor 
dox and City Engineer Clayton 
cured options on three tracts of land 
tv be used as sites for three septic | 
tanks with which to dispose of the 
city sewage. 

The work has gone quietly along and 
only a few were informed of what 


was being done. 

Rudolph Herin, the New York sani- 
tary expert, whose services were se- 
cured to map out a plan for Atlanta’s 
sewerage system has submitted a 
preliminary report and he will reach 
the city on July 6, when he will make 
a report of. the plan in detail. 

After a careful study of the 
sewers in the city and of the typog- 
raphy of the outlying territory, Mr. 
Hieria ascertained that threege septic 
tanks could dispose of all the sewage 
flowing out of the city and that with 
pumping stations the sewage matter 
could be conveyed ~from the moufghs 
of some of the trank sewers to.the 
tanks. 

Mr. Herin has made a preliminary 
estimate of the cost of the system and 
he places his figures at $1,670,000. This 
includes the cost ef the land for the 
three sites, the construction of the 
tanks, the extension of the trunk sew- 
ers to the tank sites, tne building of 
intercepting sewers, ane the erection 
of pumping stations. 

How the Options Run. 

Mayor Maddox states that the options 
on the three tracts of land run from 
six months to a year .and that there 
will be time for holding the bond elec- 
tion before the options expire. 

The three sites upon which options 
have been secured are as follows: 

One hundred acres where the Orme 
street sewer will empty, when  ex- 
tended, into Peachtree creek and he- 
tween State street and the Peachtree 
road. This tank will serve all the 
north and northwest section of the 
city. 

Forty-five acres on Proctor’s creek 
to the west of the cityg. This tank will 
take care of the sewage which flows 
from the city along the Central rail- 
road. 

Thirty acres in DeKalb county to 
the southeast of the Soldiers’ Home 
and some two miles from it. This 
tank will dispose of the sewage that 
goes through what is xnown as the 
Loyd street sewer. 


a- 
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Into each of the three tanks sew- 
age from other sewers than those on 
which the tanks are located will be 
pumped or allowed to flow by gravita- 
tion after being pumped a part of the 
distance. 

Mr. Heritn’s plan contemplates using 
only three septic tanks in order to save 
as much expense as possible. 

It was neceswary to extend the trunk 
sewers in order to reach tracts of land 
that were available for Sites for the 
tanks. 

What the Land Will Cost. 

The land will cost between $250 and 
$300 an acre. That is, the three tracts 
will be bought, under the option price, 
for about $47,500. 

It is believed that the land has been 
secured at most reasonable prices, and 
that the city will be doing well to get 
it at that cost. 

Mayor Maddox has been pushing the 
sewer question as rapidly as possible, 
and nothing, it is said, that he has 
done since he was elected mayor has 
given more credit tq his administra- 
tion.

v. We have furnished him already with 
what data he needed, and he has given 
us a preliminary plan with costs, and 
he will have all his plans in detail 
when he reaches here. We have se- 
cured such sites as his plans contem- 
plate and have options on them. When 
the plans are all in hand and are made 
public, it will be up to the people to 
say whether or not the city’s sewer 
problem will be settled for all time to 
come. It will be for the people to vote 
for the bonds. If they do, we will give 
them as good a sewerage system as 
brains and money can make. Before 
they are called upon to vote for bonds, 
the taxpayers will know just where 
every dollar is to be spent. They will 
know where the tanks are to be built 
and where the pumping stations are to 
be located. They can then vote intel- 
ligently, with a full knowledge of how 
their bond money is to be expended.” 

City Engineer Clayton says that 
everything will be in readiness to re- 
ceive Mr. Herin’s report on July 6. 

“We have kept in touch with him,” 
states Captain Clayton, “ever since he 
was in Atlanta before. *We have fur- 
nished him with the information he 
wanted. I think we have seeured’ op- 
tions on the very tracts of land thet 
will be required for the tanks.”

The chief says he learns that the 
law, so far as it applies to garbage, 
has been complied with. When asked 
how he would enforce the law about 
earth closets, he replied: 

“The ordinance says that receptacles 
used in earth closets shall be water- 
tight and hav a close-fitting cover. 
It is best if wooden tubs are used to 
have them made of hard wood. I am 
told that many persons are using home- 
made square boxes that will not hold 
water. I shall not only order all boxes 
not so coming up to the requirements 
of the law to be removed, but I will 
have cases made against the persons 
who are using them. It is my intention 
from now on to rigidly enforce the 
law.

Mrs. Eastman Visits the Un- 
marked Grave of Husband 
Near St. Michaels. 


St. Michaels, Md., June 28.—With the 
compromise verdict of the coroner's 
jury that Robert FE. Eastman either 
“killed or was accessory to the murder

_. Senator Irwin’s Bill Speci- 


fies Ground for 
Removal. 


To limit the governor's power tn th® 
matter of suspending railroad commis- 
sioners from office, is the object of a 
bill introduced in the senate yesterday 
by Senator Irwin of the Eleventh. 

Senator Irwin's measure, which was 
referred to the general judiciary com- 
mittee, proposed to amend section 2185 
of the civil code, relative to the sus- 
pension of railroad commissioners, s0 
as to limit the governor’s power in 
this respect to cases where the rail- 
read commissioner involved has become 
insane, where he is physically unable 
to attend to or grossly neglects the 
duties of his office or when he is 
guilty of some indictable offense. 

The enactment of such a measure 
would put it wholly beyond the power 
of the governor to suspend an official 
of that body for purely political 
causes. 

The bill introduced by Senator Irwin 
proposes to make that portion of the 
code section with reference to the ex- 
ecutive suspension of railroad commis- 
sioners, when amended, read as fol- 
lows: 

The Law as Aménded. 

“Any commissioner may be suspend- 
ed from office by order of the gov- 
ernor, WHEN HE HAS BECOME IN- 
SANE, OR PHYSICALLY UNABLE TO 
ATTEND TO, OR GROSSLY NE- 
GLECTS THE DUTIES OF HIS OF- 
FICE, OR WHEN GUILTY OF SOME 
INDICTABLE OFFENSE, who shall re- 
port the fact of such suspension, and 
the reason therefor, to the next gen- 
@ral assembly, and if a majority of 
each branch of the general assem- 
bly declare that said commissioner 
shall be removed from office, his term 
of office shall expire. The governor 
shall have the same power to fill va- 
cancies in the office of commissioner 
as to fill other vacancies, and if for 
any reason said commissioners are not 
appointed during the present session 
of the general assembly (referring to 
the first appointments) the governor 
shali appoint them thereafter and re- 
port to the next senate, but the time 
until then shall not be counted as a 
part of the term of office of said com- 
missioners respectively as herein pro- 
vided.
